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LOOKS MUCH 
LIKE MURDER, 
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Joseph Kiefer Has Been ‘Traced 
‘to St. Louis. 


THERE WAS A MAN WITH HIM. 


DISAPPEARED AFTER LEAVING 
THE VENICE FERRY. 


Chief Desmond Has Two Men on the 
Case and the Theory Is That the 
Madison Saloonkeeper Was 
Murdered for M«nez. 


Everything now indicates that Joseph 
Kiefer, the Madison, UL. saloonkeeper, 
ose disappearance was told in the Post- 
patch Thursday, was murdered for his 
money. The chain of evidence establish- 
ing. this as orgifig link by lnk, and every 
ttep taken toward a solution of the mys- 
tery shows plainer than before that the 
story of his accidental “drowning, while 
crossing the river in a skiff W ednesday 
evening, Was‘a sybterfuge to account for 
his non-appearante at home. 

Chief Desmond ts of th's opinion, and De- 
tectives Smith and Caudle “were assigned 
Friday morning to work on the.case. They 
are co-operating with J. R. Boyer, police 
judge of Madison. ; 

The Post-Dispatch received a mysterious 
letter Thursday morning. the signature to 
which was almost illegible. It said that 
Kiefer missed the ferry, Wednesday. night, 
hired a boatman to take him across, rose in 
mid-streacn to pay the boatman, fell in and 
was drowned. 

The j}etter bears the earmarks of @ 
“‘fake.’’ The writing is a poor attempt at a 
disguised hand; words spelled correctly in 
one place and misspelled in another, and the 
signature means nothing. The nature of 
the cOmmunication aroused suspicions 
which developments have justified. 

Joseph Kiefer left Madison last Wednes- 
day about 2 o'clock in the afternoon to come 
to St. Louis. He had a roll of money w.th 
him, as he expected to pay some bills he 
owed here. He went to Venice and crossed 
on the ferry to the foot of North Market 
street. His movements to that point are 
traced clearly. Kiefer had three places to 
vigit,. the first.a galoor BrvadWway, nec 
North Market street; the others” were a 
drug store near Fourth and Cedar, and the 
home of his brother-in-law, William Schlue- 
ter, 2219 Arsenal street. 

He left the ferryboat and started up North 
Market street—and there every clew to 
him is lost. Not one of the three places 
did he visit—nor has he ever been there 
Since. He did not recross on the ferry, and 
he has not been seen in Madison #ince 
Wednesday ‘night. 

Tne letter, telling of Kiefer’s “drown! ng,” 
Says that he was too late tor the ferry. 
The boat runs’ until dark, and with only 
tnree piates to go, Kiefer had hours to 
Spare pefare the last boat went. But he 
aidn't get to any one of the three places. 
Not a trace of him has been found since 
he left the boat and started up North Mar- 
Ket street. 

Kiefer came from Ste. Genevieve, Mo. 
oniy recentiy, F 

Kiefer went to Madison in March. ‘First 
he tended bar for Tom White; recently, he 
opened a saloon for himself opposite the 
Missouri Car & Foundry Works. He had 
money and he paid cash for everything; 
everybody liked him and knew of hs way 
of doing, business. His wife and two smail 
ch.idren lived back of the saloon and Kie- 
fer served luncheoné to the foundrymen and 
did well from the start. He had only just 
finished fixing his place up. 

A mysterious man was first noticed about 
Madison last Sunday. This man left Madi- 
son Wednesday evening. He wrote letters to 
Justice Boyer, the writing ef which rather 
resembles that of the mysterious communi- 
cation to the Post-Dispatch. Pr resumabiy 
He stayed in Venice, for when Kiefer 
crossed on the ferry Wednesday afternoon, 
it is asserted, this Mang Was with him. 
This, Mr. Schlueter declares to be the last 
clew to Kiefer’s whereabouts. 

Justice Boyer of Madison read the ac- 
count of Kiefer’s disappearance in the’ Post- 
Dispatch Thursday, and Friday morning 
he came to St. Louis to investigate. A jet- 
ter he had was compared w:th the one the 
Post-Dispatch recetved and Boyer took both 
to Chief Desmond. The Chief heard Boy- 
er's story and wae much impressed. He 
figured it out a clear case for investiga- 
tion, as to his mind, Kiefer was murdered 
for his money” St. Louls. Detectives 
Caudle and Smith were at once ordered to 
work on the case with Justice Boyer. 

William Schlueter, Kiefer’s brother-in- 
law, belleves fully that Kiefer was mur- 
dered for his money. He says Kiefer had 
$1200 cash before he bought the saloon, also 
$1000 or , he is not sure which, tn a 
bank, which Kiefer told him he was going 
to draw out. Schlueter went’ to Madison 
Friday, but could find out nothing. The 
éaloon is closed for lack of some one to at- 
tend it, and Mrs. Kiefer and her children 
await in he ro misery the solution of tne 
mystery. lefer was popular in. Madison 
and the whole town is interested in the case. 
Schlueter scouts the idea that Kiefer would 
have drowned even if he had fallen out of 
a boat, ae he says Kiefer could swim like 
a duck. 

No body that could be Kfefer’s has been 
taken from the river here, nor have reports 
of any been received from below. Oo one 
injured or killed about town answérs his 
description. If he Was murdered 
thrown in the river the waters have 
given BP their dead. As it stands n 
when Kiefer left” the ferryboat and start

SENATOR MOTT 
SOUGHT ADVE 


Consulted the Hea‘ of a Street 
Railway Syndicate. 


ON THE CONSOLIDATION BILL. 


CAPT. M’CULLOCH IS IN FAVOR 
OF THE MEASURE. 


Senators ‘Studying Up a Bill” Which 
Omits to Ask What the 
People Think 
About It. 


The street railway consolidation bill was 
called up in the Senate at Jefferson City 
Thursdey. The Sts Louis Republican mem- 
bers wanted “time to study the bill.”” The 
method of study pursued by one of them, 
Senator Mott, was to telegraph to Capt. 
Robert McCulloch, manage® of the Citi- 
zens’ and allied lines. 

Capt. McCulloeh acknowledged receiving 
the telegram. He says Senator Mott asked 
him what he thought of the bill. 

“I received a telegram from Senator Mott 
yesterday afternoon,” said Capt. McCuf- 
loch at the Southern Hotel Friday. “I 
do not remember the exact wording, but 
he wanted to know what I thought of the 
bill. I telegraphed back that I saw no ob- 
jection to the measure. 

“Tt was natural for Senator Mott to tele- 
graph me. He is an old street railway man. 
He was formerly connected with the South- 
ern line here. He and I have been friends 
for? years. The supposition is that the 
consolidation bill was introduced at the 
instance of Brown Bros. I am connected 
with another system of roads. He had 
no reason to suppose I was interested in 
the passage of the bill. 

“T had no other communication or cor- 
respondence with him about the bill. This 
fact is sufficient to dispose of any suspicion 
of impropriety in his wiring me. 

‘| do not see any objection to the bill. 
Conselidatien has been a good thing for 
the people, as well as the companies con- 
cerned in the practical consolidation with 
which I am connected. There are now 


eight lines in this consolidation. Formerly 
one had to pay 5 centsto ride over any line. 
Now ransfers are issued from and to all 
“the Citizens’ Rail- 
carried 7,000,000 passengers on 


way Co. 
transfers. That represénted a joss of $350.- 


0), But the loss was only appatcnt The 
company does not pive trensfers in a spirit 
of philanthropy. It pays in the long run 
by the increased inducements held out to 
people to ride om Street cars. 

“*l am opposed to trusts which control the 
prices of commodities. A street railway 
combination cannot raise prices. These are 
fixed by the franchiees under which the 
separate roads operate. The roads can 
practically combine without the passage of 
the bill. A combine of all the roads in St. 
Louis can be effected without the passage 
of the bill. The advantage to the street car 
people is in. the fact that they have only 
one set of securities to look after and the 
business is greatly simplified. 

“The advantage to the public is in the 
extension of the transfer system, which 
is sure to continue because it is good busi- 
ness to extend it.’’ 

When the bill was called up in the Sen- 
ate Thursday, its opponents attacked it so 
fiercely that its promoters found it advis- 
able to take a recess. During this recess 
they consulted and agreed that it would 
be impossible to pass the’ bill at that time. 
They decided upon a postponement. When 
the enemies of the bill learned of their plan, 
they were at first inclined to oppose it and 
force a vote at once, but after a consulta- 
tion, decided to allow the postponement. 
Neither side was absolutely sure of ite 
strength, several] Senators declining to state 
their position. 

St. Louis Republican Senators asked for 
time ‘‘to study the bill.’ This plea is an 
old game, followed from time immemorial 
by legislators. This particular measure 
was introduced two weeks ago. It has been 
in the possession of Senators in printed 
form for ten days. It was engrossed nearly 
a week ago, and every Senator knew it 
would come up for passage within a very 
few days. Yet when it did come up for 
passege, Senators suddenly discover they 
do not understand it and must study its 
provisions in order to vote tIntelligentiy. 

The bill has determined enemies: in the 
Senate. The men who oppose it are men 
of solid standing. They are the men whose 
votes have as a general proposition been on 
the right side of a question. 

These men who do not hesitate to an- 
nounce their opposition to the bill, and who 
eonsider it an iniquitous trust enabling 
measure, are Childers, ‘Clay, Cooper, Dowell, 
Drabelle, Fields, Hohenschild. McClintic, 

Major, Tandy, Vandiver, Walker and 
W haley. These men did not ask for time 
to study the bill. They recognized its 
vicious purpose at a glance. 

The doubtful fellows, and those who have 
not expressed opinions, and who want time 
to acquire ight on the subject are Ander- 
son, usche, Davisson, arris, Haynes, 
Lyons, Martin Matthews, Miller, Moit. 
Rollins, Schwelckardt, Young, Burkhead. 
Orchard, Wilson, Ramp, Marshall, Drum, 
and Thomas. 

Senator Martin has said repeatedly that 
he was for the bill. 

There were unmistakable signs yesterday 
that the organized railroad lebby was 
deeply interested in the success of the 
bill, Col. Carroll and Col. Phelps were 
in the Senate chamber constantly™ while 
it was being considered. They buttonholed 
Senators and conferred with them in ell 
sorts of unexpected places. They hung 
over the railing of the lobby and skurried 
about through the halls and committee- 
rooms with the energy of a pair of beavers.

g his opposition to it. All the enemies 
as the bill, if it should pass the Senate, 
will follow it to the House, and use ali 
their influence to kill it’ there.

Nashville weighed anchor

MRS. STYLES OF CHICAGO KILLED 
HER MOTHER. 


LATTER REPEATED GOSSIP. 


Revelation of an Early Sin to the Mur- 
deress’ Daughter Ca the 
Tragedy. 


CHICAGO, Ill, May 6—Mrs. Augusta 
Styles, in a fit of anger, shot and killed 
her moiher, Mrs. Catherine Sehultz, aged 
59 years. Mrs. Styles is under jarrest, now 
half crazed with remorse. | 

Revelations of a closed chapter in Mrs. 
Styles’ early life made to her i6-year-oid 
daughter by Mrs. Schultz, prompted the 
womah to commit the unnatural deed. The 
girl, Belle, had received in a lecture from 
the grandparent a warning based on the 
experiences of her mother, and in a burst 
of confidence had imparted to the latter 
the information she had received from the 
grandmother. Mrs. Styles, infuriated and 


desperate, purchased a revolver without 
deiay and seeking out her parent among 
a hundred women who had known them 
both for years, killed her in cod biood. 

The tragedy occurred at Foerster’s Hall 
No. 183 North avenue, where mother a 
daughter had been to attend a meeting of 
the Martha Washington Deutscher-Frauen- 
verein. 

Mrs. Styles was the first af the lodge 
members to reach the top of the stairway. 
Mrs, Styles. in spite of the terribie plan 
she had revolved in her mind, spoke calm- 
ly to the other members, remarking that 
she ‘“‘was Waiting for mother.” 

Mrs. Schultz came with Mrs. Wilhelma 
Redder 

Behind a railing at the top of the 
stairway Mrs, Styles awaited the coming 
of the parent, not caring to face her. Mrs. 
Schultz was nearer the railing than her 
co nion and her face almost came in 
convact with the revolver barrel. There 
was a flash, a ehriek of pain and cry of 
anger, and the wounded woman turned in 
a wildering way toward the entrance to 
the building. 

There was a moment of indecision on the 
side of both essassin and victim. Mrs. 
Schultz had been shot In the neck, but the 
eh of the builet was only momentary. 
Wh the parent whirled around to seek 
an avenue of escape she was near the en- 
trance of the meeting-room. She dashed 
past the crouched form of her daughter and 
threw herself against the locked door, but 
it was her last effort. She fell In a heap

NEW YORK, May 5.—The entire interest 
of Andrew Carnegie in the Carnegie Steel 
Company has been purchased by the co- 
partners in the business, with H. C,. Frick 
head. The exact figures which 
represent the purchase price could not be 
learned. It is said, however, the price is 
over $160,000,000 and entirely satisfactory to 
Mr. Carnegie. It is understood that one of 
the stipulations of the sale is that the new 
company shall retain the name of the pres- 
ent concern. 

The new company includes not only all 
the Carnegie steel plants, but also the H. 
(. Frick Coke Company, with its 40,000 
acres of coke land in the Connellville dis- 
trict; the Oliver Mining Company, with its 
large ore interests in the Lake Superior 
district; the Pittsburg, Bessem®r and Lake 
Erie Railroad; the Union Railroad, which 
connects at Homestead with all the trunk 
lineg east and west, and all the interests in 
several hundred miles of gas land. It is 
intended to increase the output of all the 
various departments of the joint company 
80 that the present famine in the steel 
market may be relieved and the continued 
export demand supplied. 

The former copartners of Mr. Carnegie. 
o2 in all, purpose to retain the interests 
which they had individually as members 
of the original Carnegie Steel Company, 
and to offer for sale to the public the 
shares which they have acquired from Mr. 
Carnegie. This intention, in the event of 
the purchase from Mr. Carnegie, had been 
intimated for some time, and long before 
the present sale was effected an enormous 
demand for these shares has come from 
almost every part of the country. It is 
said that the members of the new com- 
puny expect a material increase in the 
value of their property—some saying that 
tne property will double in value within 
the next five years. They say that evi- 
dences have recently multiplied that there 
will be an enormous demand for steel in 
the construction of all kinds of building 
and that of necessity the value of their 
holdings will increase greatly. 

The Rockefeller interests are clokely 
concerned in the transfer. It is said that 
the original movement toward the consoll- 
dation was initiated by John D. Rocke- 
feller and H, H. Rogers of the Standard 
Oil about two years ago. At that time it 
was stated that one reason for the failure 
was Mr. Carnegie’s unwillingness to part 
with ‘his property unless the company 
name was continued. The gossip about the 
offer of $100,000,000 for the Carnegie inter- 
ests was considered far below the mark. It 
was pointed out that no longer ago than 
last winter Mr, Carnegie was offered $150,- 
000,000 for all his iron and stee) interests, 
Including his iron and steel mines and rail-

Drop Fell. 


WASHINGTON May 5—The double hang- 
ing of William Strather and Charles Wins- 
ton at the district jail passed off quietly. 
The two colored men started for the scaf- 
fold just at noon and seven minutes later 


they were swinging from the gallows, 
Several ministers were with them 
throughout the morning and both men neg- 
lected a light luncheon sent them by the 
Warden in order to sing and pray with 
their spiritual advisers. Winston and Stratn-. 
er both sang on the. way from their cell to 
the scaffold and continued to sing till the 
drop fell. 
Birather and Winston each killed a wo- 
man because of jealousy. Strather’s vic- 
tim was Rose Talbot, who had left her hus- 
band to hve with him, ‘The deed was com- 
mitted with a hatchet on Oct. 16, 1897. Win- 
ston shot his wife, Emma, while in bed 
on Dee. 13. 1897. He at first claimed that 
his wife attempted to kill him and then 
committed suicide, but at a second trial he 
admitted heaving killed the woman. There 
were two trials in each case, which were 
conducted under the law permitting the 
jury to qualify its verdict by the addition 
of the werds, “Without capital punish- 
ment.’ aa 
Justice Bradley, who presided, instructed 
the jury that in order to qualify its verdict 
there must have been shown some org. 
or mitigating circumstances, This view o 
the law was upbeld by the District Court 
of Appeals, but on appeal to the Supreme 
Court of the United States the decision was 
reversed and a new trial ordered in each 
case, At the second trial as at the first 
the prisoners were found guilty amd sen- 
tenced to be hanged to-day. Efforts were 
made to secure executive clemency with- 
avail. Strathers was about 3 years 
his occupation being that of a news- 
y, while Winston was about M4 years of 
age. Both men have been exemplary pris- 
oners and have professed contrition for 
their crimes

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SMOKINS OUT THE LOBBY'S FRIENDS. 


The Post-Dispatch’s Jefferson City advices to-day disclose 
more of the trickery by which the corporation lobby and its 
allies in the State Senate attempted surreptitiously to dispose 
of all franchise tax bills. 

When the resolution not to consider any bills not on the cal- 
endar by Monday was adopted the franchise tax bills passed 
by the House were not on the calendar and had been pigeon- 
holed by the Judiciary Committee. 

Fortunately the trick was discovered in time. Senator Major 
says that all bills coming from the House are entitled to a 
place on the calendar and has put these bills there. He will 
endeavor to get a favorable report from the committee. 

This will bring the franchise tax question squarely before 
the Senate. The Judiciary Committee must report a franchise 
tax bill favorably or go on record as opposed to the taxation 
of franchises. 

Senators must face the issue and declare themselves for or 
against franchise taxation. If the Senate’shall decide that the 
bills are not on the calendar that vote will be a direct vote 
against franchise taxation. 

Millions of dollars worth of property, much of it spoils 
stolen from the people of the cities by the bribery of their offi- 
cials, escapes taxation with the consent of the State Legisla- 
ture. The question now before the Senate is, shall this legis- 
lative protection of franchise corporations and franchise grab- 
bers he continued? 

If the Senate refuses to pass a franchise tax bill it will place 
itself on record as willing to relieve rich and powerful corpo- 
rations from just taxation and to place the burden on plain 
citizens without privileges who toil for a living. 

If the effort to pass a franchise tax bill fails the senatorial 
allies and tools of the corporation lobhy will be smoked out.

HE HAD RECENTLY BEEN ON A 
PROTRACTED SPREE. 


Wis Wife and Children Are in Los 
Angeles, Cal., Where Gray For- 
merly Conducted a 
Drug Store. 


Benjamin F. Gray, 3 years old, a stu- 
dent at the Missouri Medical College, went 
to death through the agency of morphine 
some time between midnight Thursday and 
the dawn of Friday at his poarding house, 
276 Locust street, which is within the con- 
fines of that section of tne city known as 
Death Valley, and but 42 .tone’s tnrow 
from the corner Wic-ce the Brant murdc* 
was committed. It has not been determined 
whether self-destruction was sought or 
death came from an excessive dose of the 
poison taken to quiet nerves that had been 
wrecked by alcohol. Benjamin was a fre- 


quent user of morphine. A two ounce tct- 
the, half full of the drug, ws on a table 
in the room occupied by the man who is 
deaa. 

Benjamin was married. The wife and 
two children are somewhere in Califorsia, 
probably Los Angeles. His father im a 
prominent physician of California, Mo. 

Benjamin was a pharmacist. He came to 
Gt. Louis in February last to fit -himself 
to succeed to his fther’s practice at Cali- 
fornia. He was a friend of George Steele 
and a frequenter of the latter’s saloon at 
Twenty-third and Olive streets. Benjamin 
retired to his room, which was the sec- 
ond-story front, early Thursda night.

PROBABLY FELL DOWN STAIRS. 


His Skull Fractured and he May Not 
Recover — His Linen Has the 
Laundry Mark “G. Gill.” 


A middle-aged man, fairly well dressed, 
who had not een identified up to noon 
Friday, was taken out of a saloon cellar at 
Fighteenth and Chestnut streets at 9 o’ clock 
Thursday night seriously injured and un- 
conscious, and sent to the City Hospital. 
His skull was fractured and the whole of 
the right side of his body paralyzed. 

His chances for recovery were considered 
slight by the hospital physicians Friday. It 
is not known how the man came by his in-

The saloon is ‘known as the-Manhattan.

The bartender wno 
wae on wetch Thursday afternoon stated 
that the man entered the place about 3 p. 
™m., intoxicated and staggering. 

The man inquired for the route to the 
basement and was directed to the stairway 
by the bartender. The bartender was occu- 
pied with his duties and thought no more 
of the stranger until about 4 o’clock when 
he went into the basement himself and 
found the man lying at the foot of the 
Stairway, apparently asleep. | 

e sleeper was not disturbed and no at- 
tempt 'was made to rouse him until 6 
o'clock. All efforts tn that direction were 
futile. At 8 o'clock @ second attempt to 
wake the stranger was made without suc- 
cess. An ambulance was called. The hos- 
pital physicians did not find any indication 
that the skull had been fractured with a 
weapon. It seemed probable that the man 
had fallen down stairs. 

The only name about his clothing was 
“G. Gill,” a laundry mark on his shirt 
collar. In connection with this it was as- 
certained that the home of George Gill, 
who lives at Tuxedo Park, was entered by 
burglars aypry yy 4 and most of his linen 
was stolen at that time, 

The injured man is apparently about 35 
years old. He is stoutly built and wears 
a@ mustache and bushy beard, light brown 
in color. He was dressed in a sack gult, 
checked trousers and slate-colored coat and 
vest; brown derby hat; white shirt, turned 
down collar and four-in-hand tie.

Contractor O’Connor 
also put a number of plasterers to work 
Friday morning, he being one of the bosses 
who have agreed upon the scale demanded 
by the plasterers.
